E q u a l r i g h t s in ho te l s a n d o t h e r p laces .—No 
person shal l be excluded, on account of race , color, 
na t iona l or igin or re l igion, from full and equa l enjoy­
men t of any accommoda t ion , advan t age , or pr ivi lege 
furnished by public conveyances , t h e a t e r s , or o the r 
publ ic places of a m u s e m e n t , or by hote ls , ba rbe r 
shops, sa loons , r e s t a u r a n t s , or o the r places of re f resh­
ments , e n t e r t a i n m e n t , or accommodat ions . Every per­

son who viola tes any provis ion of th i s sect ion, or a id s 
or inci tes a n o t h e r to do so, shal l be gui l ty of a g ross 
misdemeanor , and , in addi t ion to t h e pena l ty t h e r e ­
for, shal l be l iable in a civil ac t ion to t h e person a g ­
gr ieved for d a m a g e s no t exceeding $500.00. (As 
a m e n d e d Act Apr. 23, 1943 , c. 579, §1.) 

Director of division of hotel inspection has no au ­
thori ty to revoke hotel and res tauran t licenses for race 
discrimination.

CHAPTER 56 

Auctioneers 

7322 . Auc t ionee r s l i censes—To w h o m g r a n t e d . — 
The county board or aud i to r may l icense any vo te r in 
its county , as an auc t ioneer . Such l icense shal l be is­
sued by the a u d i t o r and shal l au tho r i ze t he l icensee 
to conduct the bus iness of an auc t ionee r in t he s t a t e 
of Minnesota for t he period of one year . I t sha l l be 
recorded by the a u d i t o r in a book kep t for t h a t pur­
pose. Before such l icense is i ssued t h e l icensee shal l 
pay in to t he county t r e a s u r y a fee of $10.00. P r o ­
vided, t h a t any person may be l icensed as an auc­
t ioneer for t he purpose of m a k i n g sales of p u r e bred 
l ivestock only, upon the paymen t of t he fee and the 
giving of t he bond as above provided. (As a m e n d e d 
Apr . 10, 1941 , c. 170, § 1 ; Apr. 6, 1943 , c. 3 1 1 , § 1 0 

An auctioneer residing in and licensed in Wisconsin is 
permitted to secure a license in Minnesota for purpose 
of making sales a t auction of property other than live­
stock, but must pay license fee of $25.00. Op. Atty. Gen., 
(16c), Oct. 12, 1939. 
• An auctioneer residing and licensed in Wisconsin, 

which has no s ta tu te giving reciprocity, is permitted to 
secure a license in this s ta te to make sales a t auction of 
property other than livestock upon payment of a fee of 
$25. Op. Atty. Gen. (16c), Oct. 12, 1939. 

A firm or company or a family cannot be licensed as 
an auctioneer. Op. Atty. Gen., (16B), April 10, 1940. 

A minor is not a "voter" and cannot be licensed. Id. 

A corporation is not a "voter," and is not eligible for 
a license. Op. Atty. Gen. (16B), Nov. 20, 1940. 

Laws 1941, c. 170, amending this section, is not uncon­
st i tut ional for prohibit ing issuing of a license to a non­
resident. Op. Atty. Gen. (16b), June 16, 1941. 

A resident of Wisconsin cannot be licensed as an 
auctioneer in Minnesota. Op.. Atty. Gen., (16b), July 30,

Under first or general provision, licensee must be a 
voter; under second or livestock provision, any person 
may be licensed to sell pure bred or livestock only; and 
under third or reciprocal provision, law does not come 
within purview of provisions of Iowa s tatute , and word 
"may" is permissive and county board or auditor has 
power to exercise sound discretion to g ran t or refuse 
to issue license to non-resident. Op. Atty. Gen. (16B),

County auditor may not issue an auctioneer 's license 
to a resident of Iowa.

H A W K E R S AND P E D D L E R S 

7332 . R i g h t of munic ipa l i t i e s , e tc . , t o r e g u l a t e . 
City ordinance requir ing hawkers and peddlers t ak ing 

orders for future delivery to have a license and pay a 
tax imposed an unlawful burden upon inters ta te com­
merce, as applied to local agent with local business re­
ceiving goods from employer in another state. Citv of 
Waseca v. B., 206M154, 288NW229. See Dun. Dig. 4146. 

A "Green River Ordinance", making it a nuisance for 
solicitors or peddlers to call a t private residences without 
having been requested or invited so to do, has been held 
valid by some courts and invalid by others. Op. Atty. 
Gen., (59a-32), Dec. 22, 1939. 

Assuming but not deciding tha t Green River ordinances 
are valid, it is a violation for a solicitor to first make a 
call upon home owner for purpose of obtaining an invita­

tion to later re turn and solicit an order for goods. Op. 
Atty. Gen., (62B), April 30, 1940.
